DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Double Patenting 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-13 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of copending Application Serial No. 
10/806,761. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to 
make the hydrophobic substance distributed uniformly throughout the metal oxide network in 
order to have the beneficial properties of the hydrophobic substance distributed evenly 
throughout the coating so to provide the benefit of the coating even when the surface portion is 
wam away. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
While independent base claim 1 of the instant appUcation is not patentably distinct from 

the claims copending/co-invented application 10/806,761, dependent claim 14 which adds the 
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limitation defining the conq)osition of the fluoroalkylsilane is not an obvious variant of the 
copending claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. In view of applicants' amendments to the claims and arguments, the art rejections over 
the Nakashani and Takahashi references and the 35 USC 101 statutory double patenting 
rejections have been withdrawn. 

In view of the appUcants' amended claims, new non-statutory, obviousness-type double 
patenting rejections have been made over the '761 appUcation.
